John E. Lattemore Being Tried a 
Second Time. 

The second trial of John E. Latte- 
more (colored) on a charge of perjury 
began in Judge Cheney’s court yester- 
day morning. It will be remembered 


ry | that Lattemore was originally tried on 
Trust à charge of arson, it being alleged that 


he had set fire to buildings on A. B. 
Chapman’s ranch east of the city. He 
was acquitted of the charge, mainly on 
evidence of bis own, by which he threw 
suspicion on a Mexican named Jesus 
Tallano, as being the guilty person. 
Afterward procured by 
Detective Marsh to show that 
Lattemore had per — himself, and a 
complaint was issued. Under it he 
was examined and tried, with the re- 
sult that the jury disagreed. Since 
that time he has been lying in jail 
awaiting bis second trial. It took all 
the morning to get a jury, and in the 
afternoon a few witnesses were ex- 
amined. The prosecution is introduc- 
ing testimony to prove what Latte- 
more swore to at the preceding arson 
trial, and will follow that up 7 wit- 
nesses showing that he swore falsely 
in regard to Jesus Tallane. He is be- 
ing defended by Grant and Bowers, 
while Mr. McComas is conducting the 
prosecution. The case will be re- 
sumed this morning. 


HIS MEDICINE. 


W. O. Wheoling, the Murderer, Will 
Give In. 

Wayne O. Wheeling has decided to 
take his medicine, whatever it may be, 
from Judge Cheney. He was brought 
before him yesterday for sentence, and 
his counsel requested a continuance 
until Monday next. They stated that 
they do not expect to apply for a new 
trial, and if the continuance was 
granted would make no further oppo- 
sition to the sentence. This practi- 
cally settles the question that the mur- 
derer of William Tweedy will spend a 
certain number of years behind the 
bars at Folsom or San Quentin. There 
are numerous speculations as to what 
Judge Cheney will do, in view of the 
recommendation of the jury for clem- 
ency, but he has of course given no in- 
timations as to that. He may get 10 
years or less.

‘BLACKMAIL. 


NARRATIVE OF THE 
AGAING?, 


Plain end of the Factse—How 
He Victimized Justice Savage, 
and How the Little Judge Turned 
Upon His Tormentor and Ex- 
posed Him Refére the Grand 
Jury. 


There was very little else talked 
about on the streets of the city yester- 
day besides the sensational indict- 
ments returned Wednesday by the 
Grand Jury, and there remains scarcely 
any doubt that one of the indictments 
returned for blackmail was against H: 
H. Boyce, director-general and princi- 
pal stockholder of the Tribune, and 
the other against B. Chandler, an ex- 
Councilman. 

Inquiries around the Sheriff’s office 
concerning the arrest of indicted per- 
sons were barren of results, Sheriff 
Aguirre and all of his deputies evi- 
dently having received instructions 
compelling them to obseive strict se- 
crecy. Questions in regard to whether 
any steps had been taken to arrest 
Boyce were met a reticence’ which 
was freezing, and it could not even be 
ascertained that the Sheriff had a war- 
rant for his arrest. This, however, is 
not a matter of uncertainty, because 
Judge Cheney instructed County Clerk 
Dunsmoor. when be banded the in- 
dictments to him, to issue bench war- 
rants at once, and he did eo, a deputy 
sheriff being summoned by telephone 
to receive them.. The bench warrants

Justice Savage immediately de- 
nounced the story as false, and Boyce 
sat back in his e 
and smilin * nously. 
short pause he said that the story came 
to him from persons who vouched for 
it. He added that one ot them was a 
lawyer, and that they had offered him 
$250 to publish an article charging 
Justice Sav with dissolute conduct, 
and mentioning this ineident. 

Justice Savage continued to insist 
that the charge was absolutely untrue; 
that it was infamous, endif published, 
no matter whether true or not, would 
cause his family suffering, and asa 
matter of justice to himself asked that 
there be no publication until the whole 
thing was thoroughly investigated, 
stating that delay could hurt no one 
and would result in Boyee ascertain- 
ing that the charge was untrue. 

To this Boyce replied that ‘bis in- 
formants had gtated the facts cir- 
cumstantially, and again said that 
they had offered $250 to have them 
published. Then he added that it was 
a business proposition. Here he had 
been offered a certain sum to have a 
certain article published. if he left 
it out it would be “only fair“ that he 
should not lose anything by doing so, 
and he ought to receive the same 
amount that he had been offered by 
the others. 

Justice Savage scarcely knew what to 
do, and on the impulse of the moment 
said he would do whatever was right 
in the matter, Boyce all the time 
watching him like a cat. The result 
was tbat he paid Boyce 850 into his 
own hands. The article threatened by 
Boyce to be ete did not appear. 

The next Justice Savage realized. 
that he had Lene blackmailed. He 
first consulted a friend—an official— 
and then told his wife all about it. 
They carefully considered, the matter 
in all its aspects, and decided to wait, 
knowing that if blackmail was being 
done there would be other demands 
upon the victim whom the blackmailer 
supposed he had in his power 

n a short time Boyce went to San 
Francisco, where it is supposed he now 
is. Before going, he told one of his 
office: men if they got hard up to go to 
Justice Savage for $100. The demand 
was made, and the Justice declined to 
pay it. After Boyce came hack he 
sent auother demand for money, and 
by this time Justice Savage had deter- 
mined to secure documentary evidence 
with which to confront his tormentor. 
He wrote a check for $25 and a personal 
note, stating that he was upable to 
call in person, therefore sent a check. 
The check was made payable to order. 
Copies of these documents were taken 
by Justice Savage’s clerk, Mr. Mallette, 
and then the check and note were de- 
livered to Boyce, who received them 
himself and kept them. 

The check. however. was never 
cashed, as far as Justice Savage knows, 
because it pever came back to him 
through his bank, although Boyce kept 
it. He probably feared a trap, and 
attempted to avoid it. 

Later, however, being pressed con- 
tinually for means to meet the ex- 
penses of the Tribune, he made con- 


stant demands for money, the mes- 


telephone, 


“away behind’ on money for the 
week, and demanded that the Justice 
send him at least $25 in coin.“ 

This note was handed to — 
while he was on the bench trying a 
case. He told the boy to come back 
later, and in the meantime sent for a 
detective. When the boy returned the 
detective was in the office into which 
he was ushered, and evidence — pro- 
cured that the note was by 
handed tothe boy by him. is name 
was ascertained, and the work of ax 
curing additional evidence was 
through with. When it was all — 
readiness, Justice Savage went before 
the Grand Jury and luid the whole 
matter before it. All the different 
witnesses, including Stevens, now in 
San Diego, were examihed by the 
Grand Jury, and the result of the in- 
vestigation was irresistible—an indict- 
ment was unavoidable. It was re- 
turned, and this is the charge which 
Boyce will be compelled to meet. 

ince the investigation began by the 
Grand has been absent from 
the city most of the time. While, of 
course, the secrets of the Grand Jury 
are buried deep within their official 
breasts, it can at least be said that he 
was before the body, presumably to 
testify in this case. At any rate he 
went to the Grand Jury room, re- 
mained in waiting while a 2 number of 
other witnesses were there, and wentin, 
remaining a considerable time. What 
transpi in the sacred precincts 
of the Grand Jury room may never be 
known. Whether hestood up like a 
man and said" that the charge was a 
damnable falsehood, or sank upon his 
knees, and, shedding tears, asked if 
the members could believe he would be 
guilty of such an infamous thing, is, of 
course, something that is not given to 
the public. 

A few days thereafter, however, he 
was called to San Francisco on 3 
ness, and returning 12 days ago, re. 
mained over Sunday, and left before 
Monday, at which time the Grand 
Jury wastomeet. Since that time he 
has not returned. 

This is a brief outline of the mon- 
strous and infamous methods adopted 
by Boyce to obtain money by threaten- 
ing to hold a public official up through 
the columns of the Tribune, in an in- 
famous manner—not in criticism of 
his official acts, but to humiliate him 
by a false and disgraceful charge. 


BOYCE'’S | CAREER. 


Events in the Later Life of the Ac- 
cused, 


“I like to the better of people without 
their snowing it." 


The notorious and devious career of 
the unfortunate man who is guided by 
the above quoted sentiment is familiar 
to scores of readers, but not to all: 
hence-this review. His perverted in- 
stincts and vicious training have from 
time to time involved him in a maze of 
difficulties. 

Boyce first came to California some 
ten years ago as a book agent for the 
firmof Van Antwerp, Bragg & Com- 
pany of Cincinuati, though he did not 
come to Los Angeles to reside till the 
fall of 1883. He did not long thereafter 
remain in the service of the book firm, 
bis place having been vacated for 
cause, aftera visit to his field of opera- 
tions by a member of the house.

He, 
however, endeavored to keep his con- 
nection with the “organ”’ a secret, de- 
nying his ownership, but working the 
pup t-wires all the while. 

ut this time he was made an 
on Gov. Waterman’s 
staff, and essayed to take charge of 
the gubernatorial person and interests. 
His Excellency was then possessed of 
the notion that Mr. Boyce was a su- 
33 person; he has since changed 

is mind. 

In 1967 he went into land specula- 
tion, and was the head and front of 
the notorious Gladstone“ scheme. 
which turned out disastrously, involv- 
ing himself and others financially. 
For 8 this scheme Boyce 
bought various libel suits against 
THE 1 aggregating $450,000. He 
was not enriched thereby. 

Later, and before bis eyes had been 
opened, Mr. Waterman uhdertook to 
make Mr. Boyce a brigadier-general in 
the California National Guard, but 
the Senate would not have it so. His} 
record was produced, and the opposi- 
tion from all sides in that body was so 
strenuous that the Governor was com- 
Be fel to withdraw Boyce’s name, and 

e fell down. 

He had undertaken to acquire mem- 
bershipin the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion, but was denied. The 
standard of membership was too high 
to permit of the acceptance of his 
name. 

In 1888 Mr. Boyce, still hankering 
after political honors and fame, as- 
— toan election as delegate to the 

ational Republican Convention, but 
could not reach the goal. Henry T. 
Gage and H. Z. Osborne were the dele- 
gates from Los Angeles. 

In the spring of that year he sued 

Times and Clarence J. Richards, 
his former partner in land trans- 
actions, for certain publications ex- 
posing a devious deal on his part, in- 
volving an “‘irregularity’’ of $10,000 to 
the injury of Richards. Three suits 
of $50,000 each were brought. The 
first trial took place in September, 
1888, before sung O’Melveny anda 
jury. Stephen White. Esq., and 
8 Gage, were counsel for 
the Times-Mirror ‘ompany and Mr. 
Richards, and Boyce got a verdict of 
one dollar (81) tor damages to his 
character. 

In the political campaign of that 
year (1888) Boyce played false to a part 
of the Republican county ticket, venaliy 
using his efforts to defeat County 
Treasurer Banbury, but with his cus- 
tomary ill success. For this he was 
severely denounced by hundreds of 
true Republicans.

There is, however, little comparison 
between the actions of the old robber 
chiefs and the methods of the modern 
blackmailer. They made little or no 
concealment of their proceedings, and 
the lawless condition of society at the 
time they flourished gave them almost 
an excuse for existence, the superiority 
of might over right being very gen- 
erally recognized. Moreover, they had 
generous impulses, and were often 
rather popular than otherwise among 
the poor people. They would certainly 
have felt extremely mortified could 
they have foreseen that their name 
wold havé been applied to the modern 
blackmailer, that disgusting creature 
who lurks’ in dark corners, and, buz- 
vard-ike, Tattens upon offal. Beside 
the newspaper blackmailer of the 
nineteenth centary the medieval rob- 
ber chief appears quite a noble being. 
Even among blackmailers there are, 
however, degrees of depravity—there 
are deeper depths beneath the lower 
levels} A 'fournal which builds itself 
up by extracting hundreds of thousands 
of dollars as blood money from some 
powerful corporation which is trans- 
gressing the laws of the country, ex- 
cites among the unthinking a certain 
amount of admiration for its boldness. 
The case with which we now have to 
deal is of a far different character. It 
is an action which is essentially and 
completely dirty, disgraceful, shame- 
ful and disgusting. 
It has been generally known that H. 
H. Boyce has used his private organ as 
a means of extorting money from 
the ambitious and foolish, under 
promise of worthless support,“ 
but only those who are aware of the 
man’s utterly bad and despicable char- 
acter could have believed that he 
would be guilty of such an action as 
that with which the Grand Jury 
charges him. For the owner of a 
paper which insists upon its immacu- 
late purity—its superjer adaptability 
to family use—to be caught threaten- 
ing a citizen with the publication of a 
story that he had contracted a loath- 
some disease in a house of prostitu- 
tion, unless $250 hush money was 
paid, is certainly getting about as low 
as a man can get and stay above 
ground. 

To some who have not watched the 
devious career of this desperate man, 
the revélation will come in the nature 


ot a great surprise. Those who do 


know him are only surprised that this 
community should so long have ha 

bored and treated with consideration 
a person whois known to be unfit to 
associate among gentlemen, and has 


energetic if not picturesque terms. 
This is certainly a far more reason- 
able cause for surprise than the fact 
that he has at length been caught, red- 
handed, in one of his nefarious trans- 
actions. 

A paper which is used for such base 
purposes as that for which Boyce has 


been using the Tribune is a danger to 


the community and a disgrace to jour- 
nalism. It has no more right to exist- | 
ence than a venomous creature. Its 
extirpation is a simple act ‘of self-pres- 
ervation, which society owes to itself. 


COLORED MEN ASK JUSTICE. 


The Central Bureau of Relief of 
Wasbington, an organization composed 
of colored men, has issued an appeal, 
in which a free and equal exercise of 
civil rights and privileges for the col- 
ored American citizen in the United 
States, as are guaranteed them by 
the Constitution and laws of this 
Government, is asked. Attention is 
called to the fact that in the Southern 
States the colored citizen is prevented 
from éxercising the rights of an Ameri- 
cap, and the active sympathy of the 
people of the United States is invoked. 

The bureau has issued a call for a 
national é@onvention, to be held at 
Washington in February, 1890. The 
objects to be attained by the conven- 
tion are stated as follows: 


First—To organize a national association | 
of colored American citizens, by which a 

united and continuous effort shall be made 

to relieve them from the personal outrages 

inflicted upon them in the Southern States, 

and to obtain all the rights of American 

citizens now denied them in parts of this 

country. 

Second—To ascertain the opposing in- 
fluences that retard the growth of melt 
educational, moral and material interests. 

Third—To invoke Congress to pass such 
legislation as will enable the colored Amer- 
icans to exercise the right of franchise in 
the Southern States without fear or molest- 
ation; to pass the Blair Educational Bill, 
and sitors of

A DISPATCH from the City of Mexico 
states that Ellis, the Texas negro who 
proposes to colonize the American ne- 
groves in Mexico, is still in that city, 
striving to secure a concession from 
the Government in the interest of the 
proposed colony. It asserted that 
Gen. Pacheco, Minister of Public 
Works, is greatly interested in Ellis's 
plans, and is heartily in favor ef grant- 
ing the concession. Other members of 
the Government are also said to favor 
it, so there seems to be little doubt 
that the concession will be given and 
the colony established. The scheme, 
however, will meet. with strong oppo- 
sition on the part of the Mexican 
people, and negre colonists are not 
likely to receive any encouraging wel- 
come. The feeling is general that in 
the Indian peon class Mexico has as 
large an element of a different race as 
it can find room for.

THE CASE OF BOYCE. 


Contemporary Utterances—Black- 
mailing Denounced, | 
Los Angeles Herald Noy. 21.1 

The reputation of a newspaper ought 
to be held as sacred as that o 
woman. He who arrogates to himself 
the right to guide, direct or even in- 
fluence the opinions of masses of his 
fellow-men, ought to be responsive, at 
least, to all the demands of honor; and 
if not impeccable in his personal con- 
duct—and a few men of any calling 
are—he ought, at least, to be recog- 
nized as respecting the essential 
canons of morality, and his business 
conduct should run within the lines of 
ordinary commercial integrity. These 
remarks are called forth by an indict- 
ment, which was reported by the 
Grand Jury yesterday, against Gen. 
H. H. Boyce, the managing editor and 
rincipal stockholder of the Tribune 
ublishing Company, for the grave 

crime of blackmail. ; 
We have no desire to be harsh in 
our comments on this gentleman in 
connection with circumstances which, 
if they have been rightly reported, show 
a marked degree of turpitude.

AN IMPORTANT DEAL. 


The Santa Fe and Rock Island 
Roads Combine. 

Cyicaco, Nov. 21.—|By the Associated 
Press. It came to light today that an im- 
portant traffic agreement has been made by 
the Rock Island and Santa Fé routes for 
the handling of through traffic between 
Chicago and all points on the Pacific Coast. 
Dodge City, Kan., is made the junction 
point. By this arrangement a line shorter 
than any other from this city to all Califor- 
nia points south of Los Angeles is created, 
while the distance to San Fran- 
cisco is but 222 miles greater than 
via Union Pacific. The route has ths ad- 
vantage of being so far south that it will 
never be blocked with snow, and during the 
winter months through trains are ex 
to be able to make better average time than 
those on the northerly routes, ‘The contract 
is for a long term of years and is even 
stronger than that of the Union Pacific and 
Northwestern. Tne agreement goes into 
operation immediately, so far as freight 
traffic is concerned, and a through n- 
ger service be established as soon as ihe nec- 
essary arrangements are made. 

The final details of the deal were fur- 
uished late this afterngon, and the contract 
was duly signed dy the proper oflicers of 
the interested companies. By the terms of 
the contract the Rock Island and the Atchi- 
son bind themselves tothe operation of a 
hrough line, te be known as the Rock Island 
and Santa route. The agreement 

rovides for handling of all 
reight in through cars and on through 
bills when the traffic originates east ot the 
Missouri River or on the Pacific Slope. The 
route from Albuquerque will be over the 
Atlantic and Pacific division of the Santa 
é to Mojave and thence over the Southern 
Pacific to San Francisco. The Southern 
Pacific is 2 to prevent the scheme, 
owing to the perpetual contract of the At- 
lantic and Pacific for the use of the Southern 
Pacitic’s tracks. 

The agreement between the Atchison and 
Rock Island provides that each road shall 
give proference to the other in the inter- 
change of business, no matter what future 
alliancés may be made by either. 

The signing of the contract was delayed 
several days in order that a perfect under- 
standing micht be reached on this point. 
The Santa Fé people would not sign until 
President Cable promised that whatever 
treaty might be made with the Colorado 
Midiand, the Rock Island would give the 
Atchison car for car on transcontinental 
business. 

The Rock Island and Atlantic are strong 
— — between Chicago and the Mis- 
sour? River, and also between Chicago and 
Denver. The agreement does not effect 
their relations iv this respect except that it 
binds them to harmonious action in all mat- 
ters affecting rates. This insures a strong 
combination for the maintenance of rates in 
the South west.

tors, was the son of a country physi- 
cian and born in 1802. Educated for 
the law, he went to Paris in 1822, to be 
admitted to the bar. To the amaze- 
ment of his friends, he abandoned his 
anti-Christian opinions and suddenly 
proclaimed his intentions of becoming 
a priest. In later life, he attributed 
his conversion to a secret stroke of 
grace, which opened his eyes to the 
nothingness of irreligion. With two 
associates in 1830, he started a news- 
paper, L’ Avenir, which quickly made 
its conductors famous, but brought 
them no money and its publication had 
to be abandoned. Its motto was God 
and Liberty,“ or ultramontanism in 
religion and radicalism in politics. La 
Cordaire made his first attempt as a 
3 in 1833, and failed completely. 
o tried again in the following year 
and was instantly successful. His 
tongue had become loosed, and pas- 
—— tenderness, irony and wit burst 
fréely from his lips. Three years later 
he visited Rome, where he resolved to 
review the Order of Dominican Friars 
in France. When he reappeared in 
Notre Dame, be was clothed in the 
white woolen habit of his order, with 
shaven head and black scapular. In 
his zeal he assumed the name of Domi- 
nick, wrote a liſe of the Saint and de- 
fended the inguisition. At the same 
time he contended vigorously for free- 
dom of opinion. Public conscience, 
he said in one of his sermons, “will 
always repel the man who asks for ex- 


~ | clusive liberty or forgets the rights of 


others; for exclusive liberty is but a 
privilege, and a liberty forgetful of 


others’ rights is nothing better 
than treason. Les. atholics 
know this well; if you want 


liberty for yourselves, you must will 
it for all men under heaven. If you 
ask it for yourselves simply it will 
never be granted; give it where you 
are masters in order that it may be 
given you wherever you are slaves.“ 
Strange words these, the world thought, 
from a Dominican monk. Among his 
last public sayings uttered in Paris was: 
I hope to live and die a penitent Cath- 
olic and an impenitent Liberal.“ 
After the coup d’état of 1852 he was ap- 
— director of the Free College of 
reze,and in 1854 preached his last 
sermon in Paris. He died November 
22, 1861. 
November 22d is consecrated to 
Sr. Ceciuia, a Roman lady who was 
educated as a Christi and devoted 
herself to a religious life. Forced by 
her parents to wed a young nobleman,
